The Canadian Pacific Telegraph. 

Tho sneering allusions to this 
scheme with -which tho Opposition 
pross abounds load ono to concludo 
that with tho Tory "outs" party is 
above patriotism. First it was assert- 
ed that tho -wholo thing was a mere 
pretonce and that no sano man would 
tonder on tho ridiculously moagro in- 
formation supplied by tho Public 
Works Department. But now that 
over twenty bids have gone in, some 
of them from substantial Tories, too, tho 
tune is changed and a clamor is made 
because tho opening of tho tondors 
■was delayed "one wook in order to al- 
low time for those from British Colum- 
bia to come to hand. Next wo find 
Biich sentiments promulgated as tho 
following, which we clip from tho 
"Mail" of the 27th ultimo:— 
' "Tho Pacific Railway tolograph lino 
contract is estimated variously at from 
throe' and a half to four and a half mil- 
lions of dollars. Operators say that 
when the line is built it will bo almost 
useless, unless unusual vigilance is 
exercised in its management. When 
stations are from CO to b'O miles dis- 
tant from each othor, tho keeping open 
of connection with a ground wire and 
scores of other contingencies that in- 
terrupt communication by wires run- 
ning through well settled country, will 
present difficulties that it is impossible 
to calculate on for maintenance, and it 
is prophesied that the lino will not be 
in working order after it is built more 
than three months out of every twelve. 
Practical men say it is four times as 
great a feat to build this line and 
maintain it for five years as to lay a ca- 
ble across tho Atlantic." 

In fact, we have come to the conclu- 
sion that the "outs" don't want the 
Mackenzie Administration to build 
either the telegraph or the railway; 
and we shall be agreeably surprised if 
the first earnest effort to commence the 
work of railway construction on this 
Bide of the Rocky Mauntains or, for 
the matter of that, on tho othor side 
either, does not evoko opposition from 
that quarter. Indeed, Dr. Tupper 
has already condemned Mr. Macken- 
zie's railway policy on the scoro of its 
extravagance. Tho transcontinental 
telegraph is an indispensable pioneer 
of the railway, and we have no doubt 
the present Administration will go 
steadily on with both, in spite of the 
sneers and opposition of those who 
would have the country beliovo them 
the true friends of progress and good 
faith, but who aro in reality the ene- 
mies of both, 



Exciting Scenes at the Salt 
Lake Election- 
Dispatches describo tho scenes at 
tho election in Salt Lake latelyy as 
haviug been of the wildest and most 
exciting character. Nothing but tho 
presence of the United States Marshal 
and his force seems to have proventod 
a serious riot that would probably 
have culminated in bloodshed. The 
conduct of tho Mormon Justice of tho 
Peaco in carrying off tho ballot boxos 
and keeping thorn for more than half 
an hour appears, in tho absence of 
somo explanation not yot received, to 
bo an outrage that could only have 
been prompted by reckless dospora- 
tion. Tho commotion caused by this 
high-handed proceeding intensified the 
oxcitoment, in tho midst of which the 
Deputy Marshal mado numorous ar- 
rests for illegal voting. Tho Marshals 
and tho Mormon polico came into re- 
peated collision, undor such circum- 
stances as make it a matter of wonder 
that a conllict of tho most deplorable 
character did not ensue. Tho Mar- 
shals arrested the policemen on char- 
ges of disturbing tho peace, and the 
Mormons succeeded in gotting ono of 
tho Deputy Marshals into tho City 
Prison, from which ho was set froo on 
habeas corpus, amid tho huzzas of the 
Gentile population. At latest advices 
things had gone so far that tho Chief 
of Polico, tho Justice of tho Peaco who 
had carried off the ballot-boxos, and 
othor local officials, had been arrentod 
by tho United States authorities, find 
a warrant issued for tho arrest of the 
Mayor of the city. 

A New and Yeky Deadly Poison. — 
That is what a prudent man would say 
on being tendered such a gift as at a 
recent meeting of tho Paris Scientific 
Academy was presented to that body- 
by ono of its membors, M. H. Sainte 
Claire Deville — a suggostivo name by 
tho way. The gift was a perfectly 
tight vial containing about fifteen 
pounds of osmium. The distinguish- 
ed chemist in making the presentation 
stated some interesting facts concern- 
ing the substance contained in the 
vial. They amounted to this: Osmium 
is the most powerful of all poisons. 
Twenty pounds of it would poison the 
outire population of the world. One 
thousandth part of a grain of osmic 
aeid.Betfreo inavolumo of airof a hun- 
dred cubic yards, would possess such 
deadly influence that all persons res- 
piring tho air would be nearly killed. 
Worct fact of all, no antidote to tho 
poison is known.

The House of Assembly resumed its 
sittings on the 8th July, when the Hon 
Mr. Girard, tho new Premier, explain- 
ed the policy of his Administration, 
which was as follows : — 

"The first measure would be a re- 
duction of the public expenditure. Se- 
condly, a provision for tbo efficient 
auditing of public accounts. Thirdly 
the abolishment of the Legislative 
Council. That owing to the influx of 
immigration it would bo necessary 
that there should bo a re-distribution 
of the electoral divisions, so that these 
might have a representation. That a 
Bill would bo introduced for tho regis- 
tration of votes. An amendment 
would bo made to the Court of Queen's 
Bench Act, and the Government print- 
ing would bo dono by contract. 

After tho Premier sat down, Ex- 
Premier Clarke attacked the new Ad 
ministration, and a sceno followed 
which tho local journal passes off thus: 

"At this point the discussion in the 
House took a disorderly turn, and as it 
can do no good either to the lato Gov- 
ernment or help tho now one we may 
fairly bo pardoned for not publishing 
to the outsido world intestine quarrels 
where law making instead of law- 
breaking should bo tho order of the 
day." 

The Hon. Provincial Treasurer 
brought into tho Houso a statement of 
the public accounts as prepared by 
him. Tho amount estimated is stated 
for the current year, at $72,005, and 
tho expenditure is set down as $38,- 
805,13, boitig an excess of $05,902. Of 
this we understand that $21,000 is a 
debt of old standing, and that also the 
cost of building tho new Court House, 
which was $30,000, has to bo deductod 
from tho amount of oxcess of estimates. 
When those two items aro deducted 
tho amount is reduced to $14,992.

The Coasting Trade. 

In tho British Honse of Oommono, on 
the 10th alt, Air. Meutz asked the Under 
Sooretary for Foreign Affairs if the state- 
ments in tlie public prints relative to the 
proposed Treaty between tha Dominion of 
Canada and the United States of America 
■were so far correct that Canadian-built 
rossols wero to be entitled to the advan- 
tages of tho coasting trade of tho United 
States of America, including tho impor- 
tant traffic between tho Eastern States 
and California, while similar advantages 
wero denied to British-built ships. 

Mr. Bonrke replied that tho statement 
in question was not correct, inasmuch as 
it aBsnmed that tho proposal contained in 
tho Draught Treaty referred to was to 
open tho ooasting trade generally, whore- 
as tho provisions in question applied only 
to the inland waters lying between Cana"- 
da and tho United States, and not to tho 
ooasting trade on tho seaboard. 

Wnlkoni's lMUy-Diillving at 
Ottawa. 



Tho Tory papors which have so deeply 
interested themselves about Mr. Walkom 
and his self-imposod mission to Ottawa 
bto trying to make it appear that his rea- 
son for hanging around the Government 
Buildings so long was a hope hold out to 
him by Mr. Mackenzie that arraugoments 
might bo made satisfactory to British Col- 
umbia without a relaxation of "the 
terms," but that at last he found himself 
tho victim of a delusion and took ship for 
England. Than this representation of tho 
state of affairs nothing eould bo inoro dis- 
ingenuous. We have the best reasons for 
stating that Mr. Walkom was never invi- 
ted to remain here, or led to expect for 
ono moment that any further propsal of 
any kind would be mado to him by the 
Dominion Government. On the contrary, 
he was distinctly informed that tho Gov- 
•rmont had no further proposals to make, 
although they would ho quito ready to 
consider any proposal the British Colum- 
bia Government might desire to submit. 
All possible expedition was used to get 
Mr. Wnlkem his credentials to enable 
him to appear at tho "foot of tho Throuo," 
and he received thom on Saturday voek, 
immediately after the roturn of tho mes- 
senger from Tadousac, with tho Gover- 
nor's signature, although, he remained in 
the city fur several days afterwards. — Ottawa 
Times.

"One of the latest announcements from 
Ottawa is the arrival of tho potato bug in 
that city. We are not at all inclined to 
be superstitions, but tho arrival of tho 
bug at tho capital soon after the estab- 
lishment of a Grit Government must 
strike every thoughtful mind with suspi- 
oionand alarm. Hon. Mr. Mackenzie has 
been in power loss than a year, and yot 
tha result of that brief administration is 

ithe bug. Could anything furnish evi- 
dence more conclusive against theso Grit 
rulers? Wo have endured financial de- 
pression with scarcely a murmur; storms 
and tires and hail and frosts wo have sub- 
mitted to; but the bug! That's just ono 
too many, and if Mr. Mackenzio fancies 
tha pooplo of Canada aro going to submit 
tamely to this now post of Grit govern- 
ment, he is mistaken." 

Insurance companies, especially Eng- 
lish ones, have become thoroughly alarm- 
ed by the facility for lire which appears 
to' cling around Chicago.

Railways. — Tho Ottawa correspondent 
of the Mail says: — Mr. Brydges' appoint- 
ment as Superintendent of tho Govern- 
ment railways is under consideration by 
tho Cabinet, and it is expected ho will be 
gazettod next Saturday. Tho next move- 
ment will bo to create a Buroau of Rail- 
ways, with Mr. Brydgesas its chiof. 

Bust Four. — Yesterday thero wero no 
fewer than six steamer departures from 
this port, five crowded with passengers and 
freight. First the Maude for tho East 
Coast, and tho steamer Eutorpriso for Now 
Wostmiustor.followedby tho North Pacific 
for Puget Sound; tho Ottur at one o'clock 
p.m. for Cassiar; tho Win.

success. Tabular statements in tho Now 
York Herald show that the average num- 
ber of steerage passengers coming to Now 
York in previous years was about 250,000 
per annum. Seeing that tho favorite time 
for this species of travel is almost ovor, 
and tho total of arrivals from January 1st 
to July 1st, 187 J , has reached but 73,353, 
it is moro than doubtful that the whole 
number for tho current your will touch 
LOO, 000 — an astonishing difference, cer- 
tainly. Tho total number of arrivals in 
Now York for tho first half of 180-1, 73,353, 
shows a decrease of no loss than 81,905 
from tho previous year. 

A Quebec Loan.. — Tho Treasurer of tho 
Province of Quebec has issued in London 
an application for tenders for a loan of 
£800,000 sterling ($4,000,000), to bo re- 
presented by bonds bearing five per cent, 
interest, and payable May 1st, 1901. Tho 
price of issue is 07% per coat, payable 
half-yearly. A circular signed by tho 
Treasurer, Hon. J. G. Robertson, sets 
forth that tho Province of Quebec has a 
surplus of some SI, 000, 000, and that the 
loan is required to aid in tho develop- 
ment of tho country by means of railways, 
by which it is assumed tho revenue from 
timbered lands and othor sources will be 
considerably increased. 

Clothing— In his evidence beforo the 
Select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons, on tho manufacturing interests, 
Mr. W. E. Sandford (of the firm of Sand- 
ford, Vail & Biokley) stated that the 
clothing manufactured in tho Dominion,

The Funeral of Marshal Concha. — 
Several letters received to-day prove 
that Marshal Concha was wounded 
while in the act of mounting his horso, 
and fell inanimate, but not dead, and 
was immediately snatched up by a 
lieutenant of hussars, Montero, who 
gallantly galloped oil' with him, press- 
ed hard by the Carlists. Marshal Con- 
cha lived ten minutes. Tho only words 
he uttered were: "They have killed 
mo, but among tho skirmishers;" by 
which ho meant well in front of the 
army — the old soldier's feelings of mil- 
itary pride and honor thus asserting 
themselves in his dying moments. 

To-day thero was a magnificent state 
funeral/ Tho coflin was borno on an 
artillery-wagon, and upon it lay tho 
Marshal's hat, sword, baton, and sash, 
and a splendid funeral crown brought 
by the corporation of Bilbao, and hav- 
ing inscribed upon it, "Tho pooplo of 
Bilbao to the memory of the illustriour. 
Marquis del Duero." Mnrshal Serra- 
no and all tho Ministers and high offi- 
cers of State followed. Three lino 
chargers belonging to tho deceased 
General attracted much notice. Tho 
one on which ho was wounded had on 
the saddle and stirrups ho rode in, 
draped in black crapo. 

Tho whole garrison of Madrid, tho 
bands playing funeral marches, joined 
in the procession. Most of tho shops 
wero closed. Tho body of Marshal 
Concha now lies in tho crypt of tho 
Atocha Church, whoro also lies Mar- 
shal Prim, but ho will bo ovontually 
removed to Malaga, to a mausoleum 
upon his family estate — "Madrid Corr. 
London Times, July 2nd. 



English Mail, 

Tho channel yacht race froni'Dovor

Horr Offenbach, tho composor, has 
brought an action against the Pays for 
calling him a Jew and a Prussian spy. 
As ho did not claim damagQB, tho Pays 
was condemned only to publish tho 
sentence of tho court in vindication of 
tho composer's honor in its own col- 
umns and in two other papers. 

Tho cause of the Count do Paris' un- 
popularity, or rathor want of popular- 
ity, is his extromo ponuriousness, a 
feature in which ho resomblea his 
grandfather, Louis Philippe. 

A Singapore telegram of yesterday's 
date, received through Router's agency, 
says: — H. M. S. Basilisk has arrived 
here, having successfully completed a 
survey of tho previously unknown 
northeastern shores of New Guinea. 
Captain Moresby reports that tho exist- 
once of a new and shorter route bet- 
ween Australia and China is an estab- 
lished fact. 

Franco has docrood that no child 
shall bo trained to acrobatic perform- 
ances by its parents boforo it is twelve 
yoars old, nor by any one olso before it 
is sixteen. 

Two bank managers in Antwerp 
have been sentenced to ten and fif- 
teen years for causing the failure of 
tho bank by speculating with its funds 
on thoir own account. 

A special telograiu from Vienna al- 
leges that thero are indications of an 
Austro-Russian alliance designed as a 
safeguard againBt Prussian sohemea of 
aggrandizement. 

A painful impression has boon caus- 
ed in Paris by the suioido of the 
young and handsomo Captain Reinaul. 
He was aide-de-camp to tho chivalrous 
Gon. Boohor, whom he accompanied 
to tho races on a rocont Sunday, full 
of life and joy. Tho gayest of tho gay, 
ho flitted from flower to flower, making 
conquests as ho wont. Tho night af- 
terwards he played at baooarat at tho 
Moutards Club, which has degenerated 
into a gambling house, and there ho 
lost 60,000 francs. Tho young officer 
failod to obtain tho money from his 
friends, returned to his quarters, and 
shot himself. The death of this hand- 
some, popular young officor has been 
preceded by many others of a like na- 
ture. 

What is the world coming to, asks a 
Gorman correspondent, if Royalty it- 
self cannot escape being hooted in tho 
stroets of Berlin? A day or two ago 
tho Princes Frederick William and 
Henry, tho eldest sons of tho Crown 
Princo and the Princoss Victoria, wore 
passing from thoir morning ride 
through an unfrequontod stroot, when 
thoy came unexpectedly upon a crowd 
of ragamuffins. Tho low Borlinor has 
a particular dislike to civilians on 
horseback, and never fail to greet thom 
with derisive joers, backed up— if tho 
occasion is favorable— by a stono or a 
brickbat. Tho two Princes wero dress- 
ed like any othor young gentlemen, 
and tho rabblo not recognizing them, 
or protending not to do so, at onco 
raised the usual cries of "Sunday 
swells," "Tailors," "Get insido," &c, 
(of course, in Berlin equivalents.) The 
Princes looked angry, but, as tho 
hooting increased all the moro, they 
wero at last obliged to beat a retreat, 
leaving tho victory to tho strong. 

A startling proof of tho low state of 
civilization in Hungary is furnished 
by tho lawsuit which came boforo tho 
Royal Court of Justice in Posth last 
wook. During tho height of tho sum- 
mer last year the cholera ragod terri- 
bly in tho Hungarian parishes of Bo- 
latinoz and Portisz, (Alfoed.) Tho 
superstitious poasants had recourse to 
a female soothsayor to oxorciso thoir 
enemy, Death, for them. Tho old wo- 
man advisod them to dig up tho corp- 
ses of thoso who had shortly beforo 
died of tho cholera, to cut out" thoir 
hoarts and to eat them. Tho poasants 
did so. Tho relations of the deaeased* 
gavo thoir consent to this dosecration 
of tho dead, and a number of inhabi- 
tants of both places wont to tho come- 
tory and accomplished thoir design. 
Sixty corpses wore oxhumod, and sixty 
hoarts, somo of thom already in a state 
of partial docay, wero eaton by the 
crowd. It may easily bo imagined 
what offoct this had in sproading tho 
disease. Tho old woman who had 
given tho diabolical advico was sen- 
tenced to three mouths' imprisonment, 
but appealod to tho higher Court, and 
they havo not yot given thoir judg- 
niont. 



ThbQbatm Market. — A good deal of 
uncertainty existB in the minds of farmers 
oonoorning tho grain market, The ro- 
porti of tho crops in Europe — England 
particularly — are conflicting. Tho prices 
at present ruling do not giro satisfactien, 
and most of the whoat-raiaers are dispos- 
ed to hold. Tho Modosto JYevu Bays that 
although the crop has boen abundant in 
that region, but littlo wheat is offored in 
the market. Tho farmers will sell no 
morn than enables thom to moot current 
expenses.

The Canadian x* .cillc Railway. 

Our contemporary the "Standard" 
has on two occasions recently mado 
somo roferenee to Canadian affairs. 
On tho 30th of May it impugned tho 
appointmont of Mr. Jenkins as the 
Canadian Agent in England, and, while 
attacking him personally, also sought 
to bring into ridicule tho Government 
of Mr. Mackenzio, which made tho ap- 
pointmont. On tho 17th of Juno the 
"Standard" carried its hostility to tho 
now Dominion Ministry further. Wo 
printed its articlo of that dale in our 
lastissuo, and, as an indication of 
opinion from one of tho London press, 
it would have needed no comment. 
But tho articlo contains much in state- 
ment and inference which is unfound- 
ed and ought to bo corrected. The 
"Standard" alleges that tho Canadian 
Ministry deliberately designs to serve 
American — i.o., United States— inter- 
ests, and not British, iu their propos- 
ed plan of constructing tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Its proof is, that a 
now loan of £4,000,000 was asked by 
Canada last week (and wo are happy 
to add has readily boon takon up) for 
tho enlargement of canals and other 
purposos, and that, therefore, the Pa- 
cific Railway has either boen abandon- 
ed or "relogated to an uncertain fu- 
ture;" and tho "Standard" would 
strengthen this illogical deduction by 
assorting that tho individual members 
of the Government havo been disting- 
uished for their American sympathies 
and their anti-British proclivities. At 
the recent general election in Canada 
this was ono of the cries raised by the 
Conservatives against the Liberals, but 
with such little effect on tho loyal Ca- 
nadian people that Mr. Mackenzie and 
his colloagues aro sustained in the 
House of Commons, numbering 200 
members, by a majority of 88. Our 
contemporary should not have been 
misled, in the interests of tho depart- 
ed politicians, into trying to resuscitate 
in England a charge to which in Cana- 
da the "quietus" has boen so effectual- 
ly givon; and fuller knowledge would 
have led the "Standard" and all im- 
partial observers to understand that 
tho policy of tho new Ministry with re- 
gard to tho Pacific Railway and in 
other matters directly tends to strength- 
en tho Canadian Confederation and to 
conserve tho unity of the British Em- 
pire. If the "Standard" had cared to 
bo well informed it would havo learn- 
ed from the prospectus of the loan and 
the Act of Parliament that it was part 
of an authorised issue of £8,000,000, 
the other half of which was to be rais- 
ed for Pacific Railway purposes.lt could 
havo learned further, from tho City ar- 
ticle of tho "Times" and from tho Fi- 
nance Minister's Budget speech, that 
tho issue of that £4,000,000 was re- 
quired at onco to meet maturing obli- 
gations, to finish tho Intercolonial 
Railway, and to complete tho enlarge- 
ment of tho canals, all of which tho 
former Finance Minister had in the 
previous yoar indicated would bo re- 
quired to bo estimatod for. 

Our contemporary ought further to 
have known that the plan of the new 
Ministry for tho construction of the 
Pacific Railway is embodied in an Act 
of last session, which in legislative 
form expresses the policy enunciated 
by Mr. Mackenzie before tho last gen- 
oral election, which was fully discuss- 
ed in tho Canadian press, and was one 
of tho issues before the Canadian elec- 
tors. Mr. Mackenzio and his collea- 
gues aro in earnest, and havo staked 
their political existence upon carrying 
through the railway upon the basis of 
the Act. Tho former Government 
were entirely in the dark upon all ma- 
terial points in this great, undertaking, 
and presented in London last yoar a 
scheme so immature that no capitalist 
of any standing or prudence was pre- 
pared to cooperato with thein. The 
present Ministry are acting deliber- 
ately and will take each step intelligent- 
ly. Thorough surveys must be made, 
and tho capabilities of the different 
routes ascertained, before the final plan 
can be adopted. Tho work immedia- 
tely to bo proceeded with will be the 
Pembina branch, which Government 
has expressed its intention at onco to 
carry out upon receiving satisfactory 
guarantees for concurrent progress up- 
on tho connecting American line. 
This branch line was consideied by 
tho former Government as an essen- 
tial pro-requisite for the construction 
of tho Pacific line, and its pol cy as 
that of tho present Government in this 
respect gives general satisfaction. 

Tho "Standard" further assumes 
that thero has been such a departure 
from tho conditions of tho terms of 
union with British Columbia as to 
give just ground for its secession. In 
this also it has overlooked the declara- 
tion of tho House of Commons in tho 
session of 1871 in connection with the 
Act of Union, and which is recited m 
tho Pacific Railway Act of last session, 
that any public aid to give should bo 
such as not to increase the then exis- 
ting rate of taxation. The progress of 
tho railway, as contemplated by Mr. 
Mackenzio, can therefore be consistent 
with this stipulation, while at tho 
samo timo Canada can maintain its 
crodit with all its present and futuro 
recurring obligations. This lis tho 
strength of tho finances of Canada, that 
her Ministers should always keep in 
view tho maintonnnco of her credit. 
Tho objection to tho former scheme 
was, m tho words of tho Premier, that 
it was in truth suicidal, that the heavy 
prosBuro of pecuniary additions to tho 
Canadian indebtedness would bo be- 
yond tho ability of Canada to support; 
and would bring it into financial dis- 
credit and must result in failure to 
raise tho necessary funds. The "Stan- 
dard" might with advantage peruse 
tho Budget speech of tho Finauco 
Minister nnd the disouBsion a which havo 



takon place in the press and Parlia- 
ment of Canada, and its only just in- 
ference would then be that the Pacifio 
scheme of the late Government was 
impracticable, while that of tho pro- 
sent Government is feasible, and that 
it is tho plan of prudent and hon- 
est statomen. — London (Eng.) 'News.' 

British Columbia in the Col- 
umns of the "Moraine 
Post" 



Tho "Morning Post," in an article 
which wo publish elsewhoro, calls at- 
tention . to tho fact that British Col- 
umbia is disquitod, on the grounds 
that tho terms on which it was induc- 
ed to throw its lot with the Dominion 
havo been repudiated by tho present 
Government, and the "Post" urges 
that the British Government ought not 
to leave British Columbia to deal 
singlehauded with Canada in the mat- 
ter, but that as tho Imperial Govern- 
ment was one of tho contracting par- 
ties it should help tho weak and de- 
frauded colony against tho Dominion, 
which seeks to reduce hor to a cipher, 
and that the vigilance of tho home 
Government is needed to prevent an 
injury being inflicted on a distant and 
powerless colony. 

It appears that the "Post" knows 
nothing of tho chief topic which has 
been occupying tho attention of the 
people of Canada for the past six 
months. It does not know that tho 
Pacific Railway scheme if carried out 
as it was planned would have brought 
discredit and commercial ruin upon 
the Dominion, as it did bring moral 
and political ruin upon the Govern- 
ment which proposed it. British Col- 
umbia does not need, oven if she could 
obtain, the interposition of the Queen's 
Government to enable her to insuro 
receiving tho fulfilment of the bar- 
gain on which she became an integral 
part of the Dominion of Canada. All 
that could be done has been done, and 
to those who are acquainted with it 
have surprise and admiration been ex- 
citod as thoy contemplate it. 

The Toronto "Globe" says, and the 

"Post" may take this for its answer: 

"By their mode of dealing with tho 
Pacific Railway scheme, left on their 
hands in a bankrupt condition by their 
predecessors, Mr. Mackenzie's Gov- 
ernment havo established another 
claim to confidence. It was not a 
pleasant task to dispel a popular illu- 
sion and touch popular vanity by 
maintaining that tho country bad been 
pledged to an impossibility, must un- 
do all it had done, and start, 'denovo,' 
on a new basis. But this had to b'o 
done, and was done, with the most 
unsparing truthfulness. The conae- 
juence is that for the first time the 
Canadian Pacific scheme is beginning 
to assume a tangible shape — the prac- 
tical is being substituted for the ideal; 
and, whilst tho grand vision of the 
past may wait long before it is realis- 
ed, the results of the policy now to bo 
adopted will secure an early return for 
tho outlay, and doubtless hasten tho 
final consummation it was so rashly 
and foolishly sought to precipitate." 

Truth to tell, it would seem that tho 
three immortal tailors of Tooley-street 
have turned up in British Columbia, 
and the "Post," knowing no better, 
has mistaken their little clamour for 
the voice of the whole province. 

The Victoria "Standard," which is 
an organ of the local Government, ap- 
proves generally of Mr. Mackenzie's 
Pacific Railway Bill, and says that it 
is a much bettor ono than that of tho 
Macdonald Government. As to tho 
question of time it states that tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia would be will- 
ing to ngiee to any reasonable exten- 
sion of time, but they are anxious to 
soothe work commenced. The sur- 
veys, it is stated, have not been push- 
ed as vigorously as they might havo 
been, having only been carried on four 
months in the year, when there was 
really nothing to prevent tho work go- 
ing ahead all the year round. From 
the tone of tbe article we fancy that 
the terms offered by Mr. Edgar would 
have been ampiy satisfactory to the 
people, and it is probable that by thin 
time the local Administration havo 
found out that they have blundered in 
treating him so cavalierly. — "London 
(Eng.) News."
